Federzoni wields an influence form- 
erly held by Mussolini alone. He is an 
ardent admirer of the Jesuits and a 
devout Catholic besides. 

The Jesuits hoped to destroy en- 
tirely the liberal element around the 
Pontiff by means of Mussolini's war 
on the Freemasons. The Vatican fears 
the Freemasons, especially the lodges 
of France and Italy. 

But here the Jesuits have just re- 
ceived a check. Cardinal Gasparri, the 
Papal Secretary of State and one of the 
most astute statesmen living, refuses 
to be blinded by the Freemason affair. 
He has condemned Mussolini's action 
in trying to suppress the Freemasons 
by legislation against secret societies. 
The Cardinal confided to a layman: 

“This suppression of lodges through 
out Italy is a two-edged sword. Fascism 
will not last always, and when it goes 
the Freemasons will return to have their 
revenge. Our Catholic congregations 
both in Italy and France will be the first 
victims.

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FRANCE AND THE VATICAN 


On February 2, the French Cham- 


of Deputies voted for the sup 
pression of the French Embassy to 
the Vatican by a vote of 314 to 250. 
This concluded a long and acrid de- 
bate in which the clericals and other 
enemies of the Republic did all they 
could to prevent such a result. That 
there is a real fear of “red” or com 
munist propaganda may be gathered 
from the fact that such a man as 
Briand should so far regard Papal- 
ism as the least of two evils as to 
vote with the clericals; for of course 
he knows that the Vatican has not 
changed since the days when he did 
so much to reduce its power for 
mischief.
